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“If you demand my person, J am 
ready to submit: carry me to prison 
or to death, I will not resist; » 
will never betray the Church’ of 
Christ. I will not call upon the people 
to succour me; I will die at the foot 
of the altar rather than desert it.” 
These words were spoken by’ the 
Bishop of Milan in the year 384 when 
a@ strong faction of the Arians under- 
took to force him to give them the 
use of two.of his houses of worship. 

All along through"the ages there 
have been men of God» who have 
stood with nerves of steel against the 
wrong. They could be taken to prison, 
but they would not give up their 
faith. They: would submit.to torture 
and even to:'death itself, but they 
would not give up their fidelity to 
Christ. and His Church. Every decade 
has produced its men filled with the 
martyr spirit. Bvery reform and rev- 
olution have had their leaders and 
adherents who could’ not be forecd to 
retreat or surrender. The present de- 
cade is not an exception. 

There may be no occasion for a 
repetition of the aboye statement, but 
I dare say that the same uncom- 
promising spirit is just as strong to- 
day as any time in the history of the 
Church of God, and under the same 
circumstances would manifest itself 
with as much undaunted heroism as 
im the earlier years of Christianity. 
In the Church of God to-day are men 
and women who are firmly fixed upon 
the foundation of the apostles and 
rrophets that no amount of perse- 
cution would cause them to give up 
the faith and retract. They are as 
bold as lions and as solid as Gibralter. 


The Assembly 


We have met again after twelve 
more months have rolled into eternity. 
The Fifteenth Annual Assembly of 
the Church of God is now here. We 
have been looking forward to this 
time fof‘months. But it is not to look 
forward to any longer. It has come 
and is actually here. We are again 
reminded of the yearly feasts of Isra- 
el in’ the 9 ago when they trav- 
eled in great companies up to Je- 
rusalem. It was at one of such 
feasts that Jesus was left by His 
mother and Joseph and later found 
“sitting in the midst of the doctors, 
both hearing them, and asking them 
questions. ’ 

Those great feasts were a means to 
keep Israel bound together. When 
the feasts were left off Israel scatter- 
ed. But when they were kept up, 
and the ‘ceremonies given by Moses 
were observed, Israel grew and pros- 
pered. Those were great days for 
Israel. Jesus Himself gave His ap- 
probation to such great gatherings by 
attending them Himself. At some of 
these feasts Jesus did some of His 
greatest preaching. As a matter of 
interest recall a few incidents we 
gave in the Thirteenth Annual — As- 
sembly at Harriman, Tenn., concern- 
ing some of these great feasts. 

’ The scene was in the Temple at 
erusalem, in the court of the women. 
The festival which was being cele- 
brated for eight days was the annual 
Thanksgiving Feast of the Jews. In 
this court were not only the trinpet 
openings into which offerings of 
money were cast, but also the ‘four 
gigantic candelabra, or branched 
candlesticexs, seventy-five feet high, 
each wit four golden bowls for oil, 
in the. center of his court. At night 
these were lighted, and the !ight 
eminating from them was visible to 
the whole city. Around these lights 
pious men danced before the people 


“ with lighted candles in their hands, 


singing hymns and songs of praise, 
similar to the way our people dance 
and sing before the Lord in our =.eet- 
ings, while the Levites, who were 
stationed on the fifteen steps which 
led into the women’s court, @.:0m- 
panied the songs with instruments of 
music. 

Lét us suppose otrselves among 
the numb2r of worshipers who, on the 
last, the great day of the feast,,are 
leaving their booths at day-break to 
take part in the service. The pilg™ims 
are all in festive array. They follow 
a priest who bears a golden pitcher 
to the fountain of Siloam, in the 
valley south of the Temple. Here the 
priest fills from this fountain the 
golden pitcher, and brings it back in- 
to the court of the temple amid the 
shouts of the. multitude and the 
sound of cymbals and trumpets. 

The rejvicing was so great that the 
rabbis used to say that he who nad 
never been present at the ceremony, 
and at the other similar ceremories 
by which this feast was distingui*hed, 

id not know what rejoicing meant. 
The return was so timed that they 
should arrive just as they were iesing 
the pieces of the: sacrifice on the 


tf; 





/ great altar of burnt offerings, towards 


the close of the ordinary morning 
eacrifice sorvice._ 

Just at this point, when the interest 
had been raised.'to its highest pitch, 
probably as the last words of the 
118th Psalm were chanted, and. the 
worshipers..were saying, “Blessed be 
he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord, * * * bind the sacrifice with 
cords, even unto the horns of the 
altar..* * * O give thanks unto the 
Lord: ‘for he is good: for his mercy 
endureth forever,” and its echoes 
were dying away into a hushed 
silence, a voice resounded through 
the Temple, so shrill and clear that 
all heavea and earth might hear “If 
any man thirst, let him come unto me 
and drink.” 

Again teward evening of the same 
day, the great lamps were lighted, 
shedding their light over the whole 
scene. These lamps were probabty in 
commemo)dration of the pillar of fire 
which guided the Israelites ‘thr ugh 
the wilderness to Canaan. 

In a pause in te evening cere- 
monies, when the multitudes vere 
hushed zor a few moments the voice 
of Jesus once more rang out clear and 
strong: “I am the light of the world: 
he that followeth me shall not valk 
in darkness, but shall have the light 
of life.” As-if He had said: Follow me 
as your *athers followed the Shekinah 
hght, go where I show you the way, 
and as surely as they were led to 
their promised land, I will lead you 
and your nation to the fulfillmeat of 
sour hopes, and the realization of the 
promises of God and of the visions of 
His prophets. 
oo@&nd we are now in tae midst of our 
great feast—the Fifteenth Annual 
Assembly of the churches of God. And 
while Jesus does not speak to ws as 
He did at the feasts at Jerusalem in 
His day, yet He speaks to us by a 
sure word of prophecy. He said He 
would be in our midst when we are 
gathered together in His name, and 
surely we now have His blessed pres- 
ence with us for we are truly gather- 
ed together in His name in this 
Annual Feast. Yes, He is here. I feel 
His presence. You feel His presence. 
How sacred the atmosphere; ‘iow 
pleasant the surroundings! We hawe 
the beautiful light shining upon us 
from above. We are drinking of the 
water of life that flows from the foun- 
tain that never runs dry. The blessed 
presence of Jesus! (The power of Gad 
came down in a wonderful way at 
this time.) We would rather have His 
favor and presence than a world full 
of gold. 

We are here to enjoy the sweetest 
Christian fellowship. The music, the 
songs, the handshakes, the pleasant 
surroundings, the bright shining faces, 
all remind us of heaven, the: place of 
everlasting bliss and glory. Already 
ywe have been refreshed and blest in 
cur souls. The inspiration we have re- 
ceived is invaluable. Many have been 
blest as they come this way. And the 
glory still rolls in their souls. And 
what will follow no one is able to de- 
scribe. (Shouts over audience.) 

When we were together twelve 
months ago crowded in the little 
house over the way, and when the 
enthusiasm ran so -high that nothing 
could satisfy but a decision to tuild 
a larger house for the accommodation 
of those who: attend these annual 
feasts, no one thought of a place so 
close at hand, and almost under the 
same opening of heaven from whence 
such wonderful blessings have come 
upon us. But here we are, close by 
the old spot where thousands have 
been blest, and ower which “like as 
of fire’ has been seen by truthful 
witnesses, and inside of which the 
‘like as of fire’ has played about 
over the congregations, and Jesus has 
been seen in visions standing by him 
who was chosen to fill certain exalted 
positions. 


We are surely highly favorei by 
Him who turns the_hearts of kings 
like. rivers of waters. The hand of 
divine providence has been guiding us 
in ways no. one had ever marked out 
except Him who knew the end trom 
the beginning. With J. H. Gilmore we 
can sing, “He leadeth me! O blessed 
thought! O words with heavenly «om- 
fort fraught! Whate’er I do, ‘where-

Yes, whoever gets in the way will 
be run over or thrust aside.

People saw it and 
stood breathless for a moment think- 
ing Jumbo would walk over it like he 
would walk over a snail, but as Jumbo 
approached the child he deliberately 
reached out his hong trunk and pick- 
ed up the little fellow and set it 
aside and went on. That is just what 
the Church of God has been doing 
with people that undertake to hinder 
its progress. It just sets them aside 
and goes on. If you do not want to be 
set aside you had better not get in 
the way and try to put on the brakes. 
I hope there is no one in this Assem- 
bly that will try to check the progress 
of the Church, or make an effort to 
sidétrack it from the purpose, for 
which God intends it to serve, in its 
place in prophecy, in these last days.

In fact, the ob- 
jectors object to nearly everything we 
do, and if we were to cut out every- 
thing that is objected. to we would 
have but little left. We need some 
more instructions about all of these 
points that are so obnoxious to these 
objectors. And we will get the instruc- 
tions necessary for us to have this 
time. 
General Overseer 


They object to the titre “General 
Overseer.” They say it is not written 
in the Book. Well, if we should 
change the title they would continue 
to object, or if we were to have no 
title at ail. they would still object. it 
matters not about these objectors,the 
position is clearly taught both ‘by the 
Scriptures, and other authentic an- 
cient writings. The subject has been 
before us for years, and we have heen 
fully convinced that James the Lord’s 
brotker held the exalted position. It 
has also been proven to our satis- 
faction that James the Lord’s bro‘her 
was not one of the twelve apostles, 
although two of the apostles were 
named James. One was James the 
son of Zebedee, the brother of J--hn, 
and the other was James the sen of 
Alphaeus, of which there is very Jittle 
known except what is given in the 
Bible. Although it is very clear that 
James, the Lord’s brother, occupied 
the executive chair in the early 
Church, the Bible only calls him 
James with no further title. But when 
we take up other ancient writings we 
find that Saint Clement addressed 
him who held the position ‘in the 
early Church thus: “Clement to 
James, the lord (evidently meaning 
the Lord’s brother), and the bishop 
of bishons, who rules Jerusalem, the 
holy church of the Hebrews, and 
the churches everywhere excellently 
founded by the providence of. Gcd.” 
In this epistle of Clement to the 
Bishop of Bishops, he notified James 
of the death of Peter at Rome, be- 
sides giving him much information 
that was important to James in his 
position. 

The Elders - 

Why any one shoulda object to the 
Councilors for the General Overseer 
is somewhat a mystery when the 
Bible is so clear on the subject, and 
every government of the world pro- 
vides councilors for the chief execu- 
live. These Councilors have bee. a 
great help to your General Overseer. 
Their service has been highly apvreci- 
ated by him, and it is impossible to 
express the gratitude due the Assem- 
bly for its acceptance of this Bible 
truth that revealed the Council’ of 
Elders. 

After a trial of neurly four years 
we are ready to say we made no "nis- 
takes in our decision to select this 
body of men as Councilors. As’ we 
move rapidly along; nearing the time 
of the return of the Lord, we feel a 
ceep sense of satisfaction concerning 
this special matter. We want the Jord 
to find us with the very best organi- 
vation. We do not want to come short 
in anything. We are assured of the 
fact that we have found the best 
form of government that was ever 
instituted, but we want to keep up a 
thorough examination of every detail 
to see if we have missed it in any 
way. And if we find we have missed 
it at all we do not want to be so dog- 
matic that we cannot change. 


When the Assembly decided upon 
the appointment of this body of 
elders it was recommended that there 
should be: twelve “selected soon and 
additions (to be) made from time to 
time as necessity demands until the 
number seventy is reached.” The 
twelve were selected in due time and 
they have been serving faithfully, but 
we have never yet felt free to make 
any additions. Whether this has not 
been done because there has been no 
necessity for more, or whether there 
has been a delay from some o*her 
cause may not need an answer now. 
At any rate there have been no ad- 
ditions made. And really we have 
seen no real necessity for additions 
since the counsel of the twelve has 
been sufficient to give the necessary 
aid to the General Overseer. This sub- 
ject, however, may be discussed by 
one of the speakers on the program. 

There is one thing, however, -on- 
cerning this body of Hiders to which 
I wish to call attention. ‘There were 
no provisions made in the face of the 
Assembly for relieving a member of 
his position in case of disloyalty, re- 
tellion or other disorders, that weuld 
render him incompetent or unfit to 
serve in this high position. Having al- 
ready met this condition of affairs in 
one instance we were compelled to 
take action and set aside the offcuder. 
This business had to be aésnde4 to 
and the eleven with the General 
Overseer reached a perfect agree- 
ment in the case and the General 
Overseer announced to said offender 
that he was no longer a member of 
the Council. Thus he was dismissed, 





but not, however, until every efort 
possible was made to restoré him to 
perfect fellowship and fidelity.

his. Councilors. They object to over- cause of the principle adopted years 


#go, that the same authority that ap- 
Points to a position has the same au- 
thority to recall when it becomes 
necessary. This principle places the 
power of dismissal in the hands of 
the Gene.al Overseer and the two 
chosen. to assist him in making the 
appointments. Then the same  prin- 
ciple places the authority with the 
General Overseer to dismiss the two 
appointed by himself. This is all very 
well as iong as the two. first. chosen 
live, but if they or_either .of _ them 
should be called hence we would be 
left in an’ awkward position. ‘rhe 
position of General Overseer is per- 
petyal and whoever succeeds him has 
the same authority, but not so with 
these two men unless the Assembly 
in session declares it so. In such 
case the one appointed to succeed the 
departed would be given the authority 
vested in the first one. ‘That will do 
if the Assembly settles. upon it, but I 
question the  advisibility.of such a 
decisigpe\I rather ,advise that the 
authority be given wholly to the 
General Overseer, or that the vacancy 
be filled by,the next Elder below him 
and the new. one be appointed to come 
in at the foot of the class. In case 
the Assembly should vest the authori 
ty in the General Overseer, of course, 
he would always counsel with tha 
Councilors before acting in his au- 
thoritative capacity. In case the As- 
Sembly decides on the second plan 
I recommend that all vacancies be 
filled by the next man below and the 
hew one always come in at the last. 
It is certainly important that these 
special points be given careful and 
prayerful consideration by this As- 
sembly as we never know when one 
of our number will be called to his 
reward. ’ 
The Financial System 

This subject has given us much con- 
cern for vears. It takes money to run 
the business end of the Church. Peo- 
ple sometimes get enthused .and: say 
the Lord will look after that if we 
will go on and do our duty in 
His service. But I have taken nofice + 
that those very people have often 
been in such financial straits ‘that 
they could not refrain ; from .. tetling 
their friends, and sometimes the pub- 
lic, of their needs, and almost com- 
plain because the collections are so 
emall. 


Since we have been studying the 
Scriptures on this subject we have 
learned many valuable lessons. We 
have made some changes occasionally, 
and we are sure that each change has 
led us closer to the perfect syatem. 
We do not claim to have reached this 
perfect system yet, but we are surely:

away up the road toward the goal. It . me 


is clearly demonstrated that our min- 
isters have been better supplied un- 
der the present system than under 
the one previously followed. But there 
may be some important changes to 
make that will more nearly harmonize 
with the Scriptures. If this is true we 
want to search them out and mak 
the changes, for we are surely thé 
most determined people to follow the 
Scriptures of any body of people in 
the worll. We are willing to make 
any kind of a change to meet the Sible 
requirements. I have forced myself 
to submit to the Bible many times 
contrary to my former opinions. { am 
still open for added light on any 
question. 

But there are probably no changes ~ 
needed on the subject of paying tithes. 
We afte thoroughly convinced that 
all should pay one tenth of their in- 
come to the Lord, and we are just as 
fully convinced that the tithes are to 
be paid to the Church of God—the 
body of Christ, and not handed areund 
promiscuously according to your vwn 
feelings or notion. We are fully con- 
vinced that the Church of God is the 
storehouse into which all tithes are to 
be brought. I do not think this point 
is questioned at all. But there 
may be some other points in cornec” 
tion with the present financial system 
that are not so clear. And even if 
there are no !/mendments or improve 
ments to make it will be good for us 
to look deeper into the subject. If we 
have reached the end of it we will’ 
stop and be satisfied, and follow the 
Same order we have been following 
for nearly three years. But here is 
the question. Some believe we have 
not yet arrived at the proper plan for 
distribution. Some think it is a mis- 
take for the overseers of the states 
to draw from the nine-tenths in the 
local treasuries. They say. it looks too 
much like taking out the second tithe. 
Although they know it is not meant 
for the second tithe, yet it has the 
appearance of it.
